Thursday afternoon marked the 
beginning of an unexpected long 
weekend for most of the Saint Joe 
Pumas.

The pipe was partially 
blocked by large deposits of rust- 
colored iron sediment which had 
been accumulating there since that 
section of piping was laid, way 
l)i(ck in 1947. The partial^ blockage 
/considerably reduced the flow of 
/ water being pumped into the tower. 
Since the water pressure depends 
on the amount of water in the tow- 
er, many buildings on campus 
found that they not only couldn’t 
provide drinking water, but the 
wash room facilities were inopera- 
tive, too. Tlie Health Department' 
decided that it was absolutely es- 
sential to the American way of 
life to have toilets that flush, and
